Potter was arrested in Los 
Angeles, Cal, by one Hall, who claim- 
ed the reward, and subsequently trans- 
ferred his claim to a man named Lamb. 

Sheriff’ Hewitt, of Washington ooun- 
ty, claimed the arrest had been brought 
about through his instrumentality and 
agents, and he filed suit for the $1,000. 
The supreme court affirmed the decision 
of the lower court, to the effect that 
the party who made the arrest and 
turned the prisoner over to tie state's 
agent was entitled to receive the re- 
ward.

Savannah Press Says Don't 
Want the Doctor's 
Support 


Savanneh, Ge, May |9.—(Special.)—The 
Savannah press, active in its editorial 
support of Governor Smith, has created 
quite a sensation in openly attacking 
Dr. Broughton, of Atlanta, and practi- 
cally putting him on notice that so far 
as the Smith contingent in Savannah is

Among other things The Press says:

Broughton appears to be support-

whom The Savannah Press is supporting, 
but evidently for very different reasons, 
Some time ago Dr. Broughton was 
quoted as being dechiedly on the fence 
between the two candidates. He oOp- 
posed the indorsement of either Govern- 
or Smith or Mr. Brown by the Anti-Sa- 
loon League, of which he is a member, 
Dr. Broughton at that time wag led to 
belleve that Mr. Brown was as good a 
prohibditionist as he cared to follow, and 
that the recent law passed by the Geor- 
gia legislature would be in no danger. 
Now, however, something has changed 
the apirit of the doctor's dreams. 

“With all respect to Dr. Broughton, his 
pulpit and the Baptist clhurch, of which 
he is a minister of the gospel, we do not 
Delleve he has conducted any persona!

That the gun 
a business-like looking revolver in- 
stead of a shotgun (I did not 
word shotgun in my address) is a negli- 
gible circumstance. The fact ig that 
such discipline igs utterly unknown in 
modern reformatory work, and there can 
be no uplifting influence in treating a 
boy as if he were a hardened criminal. 
There are incorrigible boys at the re- 
formatory who must be treated with se- 
verity at times. Negro boys cannot be 
governned successfully by the same rules 
by which white boys are governed. With 
miserably inadequate provisions and fa- 
cilities at the state reformatory all must 
be governed alike, the result of which is 
that real reformatory work is practically 
nullified, 

Other statements in my address, to the 
effect that there is no education and 
training given, that 
equipment whatever, 
formatory discipline tending to ‘fixed 
habits in morality, religion and indus- 
try,’ and that the reformatory is really 
a juvenile prison farm, are facts. 

I did not exaggerate a statement. 1 
suppressed. Were I disposed to destroy 
instead of reform, I might recite other 
conditiong even less flattering than some 
of those I have mentioned. 

My whole object in this matter is to 
speak for one who has no voice to plead 
his own cause, for the unruly, friendless 
boy caught in the toils of the law. In 
some cases he is the victim of grim 
poverty, in others of neglect. Whatever 
be the cause of his condition, however, 
the wise words of Judge Ben Lindsay, 
the distinguished “kid judge’ of Denver, 
are true, ‘“Ivhe child is the state and the 
state is the child, and to neglect the one 
to endanger the other.”
